‘All bodies ‘attract each other; the ‘power 
of the ‘force exerted depending upon ‘the 
weight of the bodies and their distance from 
each other, Tho weight of any. body ‘is, in 
fact, ithe’ force with which tho earth attracts 
that body to itself. lostial. bodies are 

- all Chained together by this force of attraction. 
te aun-and the moon. both exert an ‘attrac. 
‘ive influence on the earth, inducing our 
planet’ to approach thom; . this’ attraetion 
baing -couuterbalaticed, ty the centrifugal 
force, we describe s- curve, which is the te- 
sultant of these two forces. . But tha surface 
of the oarth consists of fluid and .solid; the 
former, osving to’ its mobility, exhibits. a 

. greuter tendency to obey, the . attractive -in- 
fluence, and, therefore, rises to meet the sun 
or the moon. The sun, on account of hia 
enormous bulk, exercises a much, greator, 
attractive force on-the earth than the moon,
